To see if the town will vote to instruct the select- 
men to hire money, if needed. 

Art. 10. To hear the reports of Officers, Agents and Audi- 
tor, and pass any vote relating thereto. 
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Art. 11. To transact any other business that may legally 
come before said meeting.

REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD 


The following report is respectfully submitted by the 
School Board of Grantham: 


During the past year the Village school has kept thirty 
weeks and the school at North Grantham thirty-one weeks. 

Miss Aileen Fleming of Bellows Falls, Vt., taught the 
spring term of twelve weeks at the Village schoo! with every 
success. Miss Delia A. Lydon, of Norwood, Mass., taught 
the fall term of eleven weeks and the winter term of seven 
* weeks. 

Miss Gladys’ E. Durling of Alstead, taught all three 
terms at North Grantham. The spring term of twelve weeks, 
the fall term of ten weeks and the winter term of nine weeks 
with every success. 


We think it necessary to raise eight hundred dollars 
($800) for the support of schools from the present time to 
August 31, 1919.
